In the rapidity of the spread of the 
Klondike excitement and the eager ex- 
ploration of other new goMfiolUs, as 
well as in the largely increased pro- 
duction of the established districts. It 
should be possible at this time to form 
in intelligent estimate of the extent 
of this increase anil to forecast the out- 
put of the current year. Barring 
some calamitous occurrence, the prod- 
uct of the C ripple ("reck district will be 
f/ully 8l8y0#m00| a gain of 37 per cent. 
oveT our figures for 1806. Colorado's 
output 6hould reach $20,coo,O0O, which 
exceeds Director of the .Mint Preston's 
ls'Jf. figures by 34 per cent., or a gain of 
10 per cent, for the state outside of the 
Cripple Creek district. Sixty millions 
of dollars seems at the present time a 
verv safe estimate of the production of 
theCnited States. 

'The world's output of gold for lN'.iO 
was about $21h,tXK),000. From present 
indication* no very large increase Is to 
be expected from either Australia or 
Russia. The South Africnn increase, 
however, promises to bo notable. The 
Band output for the fir«t six months of 
the current year exceeded that of the 
corresponding period of UN by about 
30 per cent. While it is not likely that 
this ratio will be maintained through- 
out the year the Increase may very 
easily be 20 per cent, or about $0,000,- 
000. The highest percentage of guln 
will doubtless be found in the case of 
Cunada and the British northwest, 
where the production is likely to jump 
from $2.rto<i,000 in 1S06 to Ss.OOO.OOO in 
1S07. the result largely of the phenom- 
enal output of the Klondike. Based on

The failure of a state bank In North 
Carolina loaded up with real estate, 
"especially country property on which 
realisation will be alow," Is interesting 
for several reasons, says the New York 
Journal of Commerce. It then proceeds 
to point out the great need of better 
banking facilities in tee south and the 
disadvantages of loaning on real estate 
—the onily security many southern 
farmers can give. 

The Journal of Commerce then re- 
lates the experienceof a southerner who 
made a trip through several northern 
states lookingfora town where he could 
establish a small bank with a reason- 
able prospect of profit. His observations 
satisfied him that Ihe small bank would 
not pay. When the crops were being 
marketed, the fanners around the town 
where such a bank might be established 
would have plenty of money to deposit 
and no occasion to borrow. In the 
spring of the year the farmers with one 
accord would dealre to borrojv. but 
there would be nothing to lend because 
they had already drawn out their de- 
posits. Deposits would be abundant 
when there were no borrowers, nnd the 
demand for loans, would be good when 
there was nothing but the bank's cap- 
ital to loan. 

He concluded that practically there 
was no profit to be made except the 
profit on the bank's capital, and a cap- 
ital of 825.000 not in demand during 
the whole of the year would not afford 
enough profit to meet the expenses of
